ing such cases, tbe fact remains tbat 
tbe medical profession ra more prone to 
suicide than any other. These statistic! 
may be explained by tbe development 
of morbid fancies in the mind of a doc- 
tor on account of hu constant associa- 
tion with tbe sick and dying, or of an 
actual indifference to damtb, or became 
he baa tbe requisite knowledge of how 
to die conveniently and painleaaly. 


Poisoning is a favorite method, but 


it does not appear from statistic* that 
the cyanides or morphine have the- pref- 
erence which would exist if epicurean 
philosophy were carried into the choice 
of drugs. At tbe same time, physicians 
anally pat their knowledge of drags to 
a practical execution in selecting a poi- 
son for suicide. But if tbe mere knowl- 
edge of tbe painlesmea) of death by cer- 
tain means ia not a determining factor 
in leading so many physicians to sui- 
cide, probably tbe accessibility of poi- 
sons is. 


Suicide is largely a matter of insane 


impulse, and socb an impulse can often 
be ascertained even ia tbe case of those 
who have long been indifferent to life 
and have contemplated suicide. If a 
man must pot on his bat and overcoat, 
walk to a drag store and tax bis inge- 
nuity for a lie with which to explain his 
desire for poison, be may postpone the 
fatal act from mere inertia, or b« may 
meet a friend or have bis interest in life 
aroused by one of a multitude of every- 
day occurrences or physical exercise ni»y 
bring him to his senses. If, as is tbe 
case with almost every doctor, he bas 
•imply to feel in bis pocket or walk 
across his office to get a deadly poison, 
the impulse may be carried into execu- 
tion before anything can happen to sop- 
plant it in tbe brain.

Mia. Lease entered politics in 1890, 


and she did so at the solicitation of 
her husband. Prior to that time 
she was an ordinary housekeeper. 
She could do as big a day's washing 
as any woman, could cook fairly 
well and keep her little home -neat. 
While doing this she found spare 
time to post up on reform move- 
ments, in which she had always 
taken a natural interest In 1890 
the Farmers' Alliance sprang into 
existence, and there she saw an op- 
portunity. She pleaded with her 
husband to join the movement and 
develop himself into a politician. 
She told him that it was his chance 
to make a ten strike. But Mr. 
Lease was not of a political ruin of 
mind, 


"Mary, you know that I am no 


politician; never could make one; 
could not make a speech to save my 
life. It's no use for me to try it " 


Mrs. Lease insisted, but he stood 


firm. 


Then, mindful of the perfect ease 


with which she could rattle it off to 
the kids around the house and occa- 
sionally to him as well, an idea 
seized him. ' ' Why-can' t you branch 
out as a politician yourself," he 
said. "Yon are a glib talker, have 
studied the thing some and take an 
interest in politics." 


Mrs. Lease had never thought of 


entering politics before. Her mind 
was on the welfare of her family 
and home. She took the matter un- 
der advisement, and in the mean- 
time her husband kept insisting. 


finally she consented to try it, 


but bow she was to get a start was 
the question. She had never made 
a speech, and no politician had ever 
heard of her. How, when and 
where to get the first speech off was 
the puzzle. 
Finally a neighbor, 


Dixon, was taken into the deal, and 
he arranged it so that Mrs. Lease 
could appear before the next Farm- 
ers' Alliance county convention and 
make a talk. That was in the sum- 
mer of 1890. She was there on the 
appointed day, and when all other 
business of the convention had been 
finished Dixon called on Mrs. Lease 
to make a speech. It didn't take 
any committee to escort her to the 
platform. As soon as her name 
was mentioned, she rose and made 
a bee line to the stage so as to get 
the ear of the delegates before they 
started out 
Her maiden speech, 


they say, was a stcmwinder. She 
captured the entire outfit by her 
eloquence. She was the sensation 
of the hour. From all over Sedg- 
vvick county came demands for her 
to speak, and she was kept busy for 
several weeks filling those engage- 
ments. Her light could not be hid- 
den under a bushel. 
Adjoining 


counties heard of her and before 
that campaign was over Mrs. Lease 
was the best advertised politician 
in Kansas. 


Her fame spread like wildfire 


throughout the country, and she 
was in great demand. Mrs. Lease, 
when she bad broken into politics, 
did net forget Dixon. When a mem- 
Insr of tiic sta tc board u£ charities she 
had him appointed steward of the 
Olathe asylum. — Kansas City Jour- 
nal.

The Glorious Bedwood. 


The redwood, says John Slnir in Tho 


Atlantic, is the glory of the coast range. 
It «it«aoa along tha western slope, in 
a nearly continuous belt ten miles wide, 
Crom beyond the Oregon boundary to 
tbe wroth of Ssnta Crtiz, a distance of 
nearly 400 miles, and in massive, sus- 
tained grandeur and closeness of growth 
surpasses all the other timber woods of 
the world. Trees from 10 to 15 feet in 
diameter and 300 feet high are not un- 
common, and a few attain a height of 
SCO feet, or even 400, with a diameter 
at the base of 15 to 20 feet or more, 
while tbe ground beneath them is a 
garden of fresh, exuberant ferns, lilies, 
gaultheria, and rhododendron. 


As timber tbe redwood is too good to 


live. The largest sawmills ever built 
are busy along its seaward border, 
"with all the niodtrn improvements," 
trat so imauinee is the yield per acre it 
will be long ere the supply is exhausted. 
The big tree is also to some extent being 
made into lumber. Though far less 
abundant it is, fortunately, less accessi- 
ble, extending along the western flank 
of tbe Sierra in a partially interrupted 
belt about 250 miles long, at a height 
of from 4,000 to 8,000 feet above tbe 
sea. The enormous logs, too heavy to 
tuandle, are blasted into manageable di- 
mensions with gunpowder. A large por- 
tion of the best timber is thns shattered 
and destroyed, and, with the huge, knot 
ty tops, is left in ruins for trevendovt* 
fires tbat kill every tree within theiy 
range, great and small.

Improved electrical 
apparatus ban cheapened the work of 
Retting out tbe preoiona metal. Mines 
in California which were deserted years 
ago are now being reworked with suc- 
cess. 


"I predict," said Judge HUborn, 


"that by 1'JOO more gold will be mined 
in California than was taken oat in the 
palmy days when tbe state wag made 
famous." 


Judge Hilborn believes that tbe pro- 


duction of gold for the next few years 
will be so great as to cause a demoneti- 
zation of the metal.—Washington Star.
